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Universities,
We do no share in what seems to be a gene-
ral opinion, that the fewer nniversities wo have
and the more liberally they are endowed the
botter the interestaof education are subserved:
at least we do not share inallof it. Ina re.
public, and, above all, in a republic like ours,
embracing probably every ahade of character
and habit of thought, there is need, we think,
of as many colleges ad the people are willing
cordislly to support—ones in each State, if pos-
gible. If all the endowments which havegone
to found new Universities throughout Pennayl-
vania—endowments large enough to be bene-
floial to an established University, but barely
suflicient to enable a new one to maintain the
oradit of a school—if all these endowmonts
had been given to any one college, we would
have to-day, in deed and in truth, a University
worthy of Pennsylvania. It is the mistake
of gentlemen who have monsy to bestow upon
education, that they are willing to give a han
dred or two hundred thousand dollars to lay
an inefficient and ingecure foundation whioh
shall bear their name, but they hesitate to con-
tribute any sum towards strengthening founda-
tions laid already. Wa pse the sudden
rise of colleges professing to give their stu-
dents the Tbenefit of a full University
course and its degree of Bachelor of
Arts, when their entire endowment is
probably insufficient to comlfortably support
three ohairs in any University in Germany.
Americans know how to give to banavo-
lence, to trade, and to politics, but the science
of giving to edunoation, which has attuined suoh
perfection in England and over the continent
of Europe, is as yet in its infancy among us.
‘We are too prome to cousider ourselves and

our own glory before the true interests of the |

community we desire to benefit, and thus
muoch of ourseed is sown in stony places,
and its fruit is insignificant, short-lived, and
unsatisfactory. We point to the educational
system of our own State as witness of the truth
of what we say. What a wildernass of col-
loges itis! How many half-rearedstructures,
how mauny Aladdin's towers are awaiting com-
pletion, with the difference that his strue-
ture wanted but a window, while these are
destitute of respeoctable fonndations | What a
mistake in those worthy gentlemen, so zeslous
to lay many foundations, and not content to
build npon and insure foundations already
laid | Let us hope that the future benefactors
of learning in this State will be progresaive
and disinterested enough to recognize and rec-
tify it. If Lafayette is to be the University of
Pennsylvania, be it Lafayette: if Lehigh, be it
Lehigh; if Gettysburg, or the Art De-
partment of our Medical University
here, be it even 8o, Wherever the
University of our State shall be esta-
blished, le¢ it be established; let its
foundations be secure, immovable, indepandent
of all scholars’ fees, with the best intellectual
material that can be procured generously sup-
ported, and the whole edifice one to which a |
Pennsylvanian can point with pride and say |
“‘her degree is worth something.” IL seems
o us the existence of any other than such a
ons is a negative injury to education. It
receives into its bosom men who, with strong
talent and zeal for study, very quickly cease
to exert themselves when they find there is no
incentive to industry, and that honors and |
degroes can be taken as wall without as with
a great painstaking. It has an entire college

of thoss insufficlent endowments given by
somebody or sevoral somebodies long sinoce
dead, to whioch uobody ever mads any sensible
addition. It is an Aladdin’s towsr waiting
these many years for some kind hand to
bestow wupon it the oharaocter and vim
of a living University. Its many pro-
vosts have come and gons; its professors
have lived, died, and resigned in their ohairs;
it has graduated its petty olasses of eighteen
and twenty, and the world has rolled on nons
the better and none the worde for its influsnon.
This ahould not be the record of a hundred
yeara, What, amid all the turmoil and bustla
of existence; all the nervous hurrying oa of
the tide of life to newer worlds; all the deaths
of time-worn fallacies and births of new and
living traths; all the overthrows of empires
and Kingdoms; all the changes in Siate and
Church; all the growth of the huoman soul and
mind—an engine bearing the name of Educator
ghiould remain where its founder left it a hun-
dred years ago! Benefaotors of education do
not seem to recoguize it as a legacy for whioh
they were bound, in the interests of learning,
to provide, before seeking newer flulds of en.
terprise; they simply left it where it was,
Without proper life, it carries on the mecha-
nism of upiversity forms. Withoul proper
spirit are its public examinations, at whioh fow
ever attend.

We hail, therefore, the movemsnt of the
prezent Board of Trustoss to awake this Rip
Van Winkle of & hundred years. True, the
movement has been made before and failed;
but 1o matter, lot them try once again. Every
dollar spent on an established institution is
worth 4 hundred given o a new, unstable
scheme, which a huudred yoeara henoe will be
in the same ocondition. Lel the money bs
expended rather upon the liberal endowment
of chiirs essentinl to a usual college course,
and upon whatever apparatus the University
may mneed, than upon the creation of
French and German professorships, Let the
studies for a university course of four years be
fully and explioitly laid down, and every room
so maintained that it will not be necessary to
put aside or assume any branch of learning,
according as & professor may resign or ona

be appointed to any department. Let her ba
perfectly independent of all tuition fess, that
examinations may be public and as essentially
a test of merit as s possible In our Institutions

of learning.

These are the necessities of any first.olass
college. And what are those of the many
colleges throughout our Union, founded and
cared for like her ! Will the peopls support,
consolidate, or abolish? What shall we say
sbout our own State, our own city ! Let us
really have a University of P'ennsylvania, If
we arc not prepared to make these sacrifices
for the one in our own city, let them be for
some other of our colleges, and then, as quickly

as possible, secure either consolidation or
abolition.

A Poor Paying Policy.
Tar result of the Tennesses eloction very
decisively auswera the question of how the
colored citizens of the South will vote. Just
80 long as the Democratic party maintains its
present attitude of hostility to impartial suf-
frage, nothing else can be reasonably ex-
pected than that the colored citizens, wheraver
they bhave voles, will array themselves en
masse against that party. They would be
foelish if they did net. The colored citizens
of Tennessee would be infatnated to vote for a
party that seeks to disfranchise them, BSo
the probability is that the Democratic party,
for the sake of keeping the comparatively
small number of colored men at the North
from the exercise of the elective franchise for
a few years, will deliberately sacrifice the con-
trol of pearly every Southern State.

There was a time in the history of the De-
woeratic party when it would not have been
gulilty of stupidity like this. Buat that was when
it was actuated and inspired by truly democra-
tic ideas, and when its leaders were men of
sagaeity and foresight. Now it has discarded

Asfor us, we are lree W say that Lhe
system of & voluntary course commends isel(
to us by every possible argument of education,
And yet we know of many, aad the best
American Celleges, that have no such system,
and are vory afficient, according to the pressn,
schema of College instruetion, without it—
Yale, for instance, and Princeton. When any
Board of Trustees have their professorships so
well endowed that they ocan place the
fwat talont In every oné of them, we
hoartily exhort and praise the effort to
thelr sphare of meulnns and influ-

enca; but when large endowments are needed
for atrongthening the professorships which lie,
and always have laid, st the base of n college
course, we doubt the policy of Ingnrring ex-

ponditures in any new dirsction, If we are
not mistdlen, such I the oase with the

its snclemt principles, and its leaders are
“blind leaders of the blind.”’

When slavery was overthrown in this
counlry, it must have been apparent to every
reflecting mind that the freedman would soon
become a citlzen.
